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San Nicoiaas Water Tower Aruba based Air Ambulance 


in deplorable condition 



If we do nothing, most prob¬ 
ably within 5 years, the water 
tower in San Nicoiaas will 
tumble completely. Should 
we get a hurricane, we may 
have to say good bye to this 
building, were the words of 
Yvonne Webb, director of 
The Office of Monuments. 
Hence, according to Webb, to 
do nothing is not an option 
for us; we have to work dili¬ 
gently on our monuments. 
However, to work too rapidly 
on these structures is not the 
easiest thing to do either. 

Whenever you begin to 
work on historic structures 
there are always certain sur¬ 
prises. Before anything, we 
must do some profound in¬ 
vestigation as to what there is 
and as to what exactly is the 
physical condition of the 
structure before we can begin 
any kind of restoration work. 

At the beginning of the 
year the Prime Minister had 
announced that work on the 
Water Tower in San Nicoiaas 
would begin shortly. But 
those who live in the area and 
who traffic in the vicinity 
have not seen any kind of ac¬ 
tivity taking place at the 
Water Tower. 

Nevertheless, work on the 
restoration of the Water Tower 


is in full swing, accord¬ 
ing to Webb. We have 
observed that the Water 
Tower is in deplorable 
condition, but with the 
naked eye it is not pos¬ 
sible to see exactly how 
terrible the physical 
structure of the building 
is. It is extremely im¬ 
portant to know this 
with precision so that 
we can know how to 
proceed. We have dis¬ 
covered that the salt 
content in the cement is 
not high, but that the 
cement is very porous 
and is unable to with¬ 
stand the weight of the 
building to keep it fully 
erect. It can be repaired, 
according to our experts, but 
will cost a fortune. 

In our monumental decree 
we are required to use origi¬ 
nal material for all restora¬ 
tions, so as to not loose the 
status of a “Monument” of 
the building. 

Mrs. Webb indicated that 
despite all the negative as¬ 
pects of the structure, they 
are intent on salvaging this 
building. She claims that 
there are two possibilities: 
they can replace the concrete 
from the inside up to the cen¬ 
ter of the building, or they 
can erect a steel structure on 
the inside upon which the ac¬ 
tual structure would rest. The 
exterior part of the building 
must remain exactly as it is 
right now in its original form. 
This includes the colors that 
they will use. They have gone 
to the length of removing lay¬ 
ers of paint to find the origi¬ 
nal paint color that was used 
when the building was first 
erected eons ago. 

At the end of the process it 
will be nothing less than a 
work of art to restore the 
Water Tower to its former 
glory standing tall and majes¬ 
tic in San Nicoiaas.but we 

must be patient, it may take a 
while!

US braces for debt deal vote 
amid default jitters 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Re¬ 
publican lawmakers Thursday 
challenged Democratic foes to 
vote for their debt plan or risk 
a calamitous US default, in an 
acrimonious, lengthy show¬ 
down now threatening the 
world's fragile economy. 

The House of Representa¬ 
tives was to vote on a two-step 
plan forged by Speaker John 
Boehner to raise the nation's 
$14.3 trillion debt limit even 
though a majority of senators 
have vowed to block it and the 
White House has said it will 
veto the bill. 

With only five days to go 
before an August 2 deadline 
when the US Treasury says it 
will no longer be able to bor¬ 


row funds to pay its bills, stock 
markets remained nervous that 
a fragile economic recovery 
after the 2008 global financial 
crisis could be at risk. 

Democrats have slammed 
Boehner's plan which would 
raise the debt ceiling for just a 
few months, saying it would 
only plunge the world's eco¬ 
nomic superpower back into 
crisis at the start of the 2012 
presidential election year. 

Boehner admitted his plan 
was "not perfect," but he said 
there were no "gimmicks or 
smoke screens." 

"For the sake of jobs and 
for the sake of our country, I 
am asking the representatives 
in the House in a bipartisan 


way and asking my colleagues 
in the Senate, let's pass this bill 
and end this crisis." 

Republican House Majority 
Leader Eric Cantor also ap¬ 
pealed to Democrats, saying 
Senate Majority Leader Harry 
Reid had several choices. 

One is to suffer the eco¬ 
nomic consequences of de¬ 
fault, which I hope, which all 
of us hope, he doesn't choose," 
Cantor said. 

But Reid vowed the 
Boehner proposal, which 
would shave $915 billion off 
the national deficit over 10 
years in return for hiking the 
debt ceiling by some $900 bil¬ 
lion, would fail in the Demo- 
cratic-controlled Senate. 



CAIRO (AFP) - Egypt's ex¬ 
president Hosni Mubarak's 
murder trial on August 3 will 
take place in Cairo, the state 
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news agency MENA said 
Thursday, a move likely to ap¬ 
pease activists but create a lo¬ 
gistical nightmare. 

Mubarak, ousted in Febru¬ 
ary by a popular revolt, has 
been under arrest in hospital 
in the Red Sea resort town of 
Sharm el-Sheikh, where he is 
being treated for a heart con¬ 
dition. 

Health Minister Amr Hilmi 
told reporters Mubarak's 
health was "good" and that he 
was fit to be transferred to 
Cairo. 

But one of Mubarak's doc¬ 
tors told AFP they had re¬ 
ceived no warning that they 
should prepare for his trans¬ 
fer. 

Mubarak's transfer to 
Cairo was a key demand of 
protesters whose relations 


with the ruling military and 
government have strained in 
the past weeks partly over ac¬ 
cusations that they are delay¬ 
ing trials of former regime 
officials. 

Tareq Khuli, a leader of the 
April 6 movement that has 
held a 20 day sit-in in Cairo's 
Tahrir Square to call for faster 
reforms, hailed the announce¬ 
ment but said his group would 
keep up pressure to make sure 
it is implemented. 

Mubarak, 83, will stand 
trial with his two sons and his 
former interior minister Habib 
al-Adli, who are imprisoned 
in Cairo. 

Six police commanders are 
also included as defendants, 
as is a businessman close to 
Mubarak who fled the country 
and was arrested in Spain. 

Mubarak is charged with 
ordering the shooting of anti¬ 
regime demonstrators during 
the revolt, abuse of office for 
illicit gains and squandering 
public funds. 

The justice minister has 
said Mubarak may be exe¬ 
cuted if found guilty of the 
murder charge. 


N. Korea calls nuclear 
talks with US ' 
constructive' 


NEW YORK (AFP) - The 
United States tested North 
Korea's willingness to negoti¬ 
ate giving up its nuclear arse¬ 
nal on Thursday in talks that a 
top North Korean official said 
had been "constructive". 

"The atmosphere was good, 
the meeting was constructive 
and interesting. We exchanged 
views on general issues," 
North Korea's first vice foreign 
minister Kim Kye-Gwan said 
during a break on the first day 
of the talks in New York. 

Kim negotiated with the 
US special envoy on North 
Korea, Stephen Bosworth, at 
the US mission to the United 
Nations in what Washington 
has insisted are just "ex¬ 
ploratory" talks. 

The United States has 
stressed that it wants to see if 
the Pyongyang regime is seri¬ 
ous about living up to past 
commitments on its nuclear 
weapons. 

The United States considers 
progress on disarmament to be 
key to any hopes of improving 
six decades of hostile US- 


North Korea ties. 

The invitation to New York 
was made after a meeting be¬ 
tween the nuclear envoys from 
North and South Korea at an 
Asian security forum in Bali, 
Indonesia last week. 

The international commu¬ 
nity is anxious to see North 
Korea return to six-nation nu¬ 
clear disarmament talks, which 
broke down in late 2008. 

North Korea agreed in 
principle in 2005 to scrap its 
weapons program, but staged 
nuclear tests in 2006 and 2009. 

The North's disclosure in 
November that it had a ura¬ 
nium enrichment plant, adding 
a new means to produce 
atomic weapons, has become a 
new complicating factor in the 
talks the North has held with 
the United States, China, South 
Korea, Japan and Russia. 

US State Department 
spokesman Mark Toner reaf¬ 
firmed Thursday that the 
United States wants to see 
North Korea keep its 2005 
promise to give up nuclear 
weapons.

UNITED NATIONS (AFP) - 
UN Secretary General Ban 
Ki-moon on Thursday named 
former Dutch cabinet minis¬ 
ter Bert Koenders to become 
the new head of the UN mis¬ 
sion in Ivory Coast. 

Koenders will take the 
place of South Korean Choi 
Young-Jin who will leave on 
August 31 after heading the 
mission, UNOCI, through the 
political turmoil in Ivory 
Coast after a disputed elec¬ 
tion last November.

“It is the collaboration and 
cooperation of all these agen¬ 
cies which has made this Air 
Ambulance possible,” they 
concluded. 

Drs. Portier pointed out 
the necessity of having an Air 
Ambulance readily available 
to Aruban residents and visi¬ 
tors, and cited that of the 
1000+ patients who must 
travel abroad for medical 
treatment under the AZV 
plan, about 10% are on an 
emergency basis. “In such a 
situation, when time is of the 
essence, perhaps the differ¬ 
ence between life and death, 
having an Air Ambulance 
able to transport within an 
hour is of extreme impor¬ 
tance.” For the last 12 years, 
patients on Aruba were 


forced to wait until a special¬ 
ized plane arrived, usually 
from Latin America. 

ImSan Director Mud also 
acknowledged the necessity 
of offering this service, esti¬ 
mating their facility easily 
transports 3 to 4 trauma pa¬ 
tients, usually from car acci¬ 
dents, nearly every weekend. 
The Air Ambulance will also 
be available to sister islands 
of Curasao and Bonaire, 
when needed and accompani¬ 
ment by a family member is 
included in the fee. 

A final toast by represen¬ 
tatives of all the agencies in¬ 
volved in bringing the Air 
Ambulance into service com¬ 
pleted the morning’s event.

China cracks down on wi-fi in 
public spaces 


CHINA (AFP) - China has 
ordered public spaces offer¬ 
ing wi-fi web access to install 
costly software to enable po¬ 
lice to identify people using 
the service, state media said 
Thursday. 

The software, which also 
gives police a list of all web¬ 
sites visited by an online user, 
costs between 20,000 yuan 
($3,100) and 60,000 yuan, 
the China Business News 
said. 

As a result, many estab¬ 
lishments such as bars, 
restaurants, cafes and book¬ 
stores have decided to stop 
providing wireless Internet to 
their customers despite its 
popularity, to avoid paying 
the money, the report said. 

In Beijing, cafe and 
restaurant owners have been 
told they face a minimum 
fine of 5,000 yuan if they 
continue to offer wireless 
without installing the soft¬ 
ware, it said. 


"In serious cases,” offend¬ 
ers could see their Internet 
cut off for up to six months, 
the report said. 

Cafe owners in Shanghai 
and in the eastern city of 
Hangzhou contacted by the 
official China Daily newspa¬ 
per said they had also been 
notified of the new measure, 
which other reports have said 
is being rolled out nationwide. 

The software is purport¬ 
edly designed to supervise 
’’illegal activities,” the report 
said. 

”It’s a requirement of the 
public security organs. Why 
should we pay the fees?” 
Yang Xiaowen, manager of 
UBC Coffee in Beijing, told 
the China Daily. 

’’For a reason that every¬ 
one is aware of, we are tem¬ 
porarily stopping our wi-fi 
service,” announced the Bei¬ 
jing-based Kubrick book¬ 
store, according to the China 
Business News. 


The report also raised 
questions about ties between 
police and the software 
maker Rainsoft, a company 
founded in 1998 that report¬ 
edly collaborates with public 
security organs in many Chi¬ 
nese provinces. 

China — which has the 
world's largest online popula¬ 
tion with 485 million users — 
constantly strives to exert its 
control over the Internet, 
blocking content it deems po¬ 
litically sensitive as part of a 
vast censorship system. 

In one high-profile case in 
2009, it ordered computer 
makers to add an Internet fil¬ 
ter software to all new per¬ 
sonal computers sold in the 
country, saying it would shel¬ 
ter children from porno¬ 
graphic and violent web 
content.

Modern humans crowded out 
Europe's Neanderthals 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - A 
swell of modem humans out¬ 
numbered Neanderthals in 
Europe by nearly 10 to one, 
forcing their extinction 
40,000 years ago, suggested 
a study of French archeology 
sites on Thursday. 

Scientists have long de¬ 
bated what caused the Nean¬ 
derthals to die off rather 
suddenly, making way for the 
thriving population of more 
advanced Homo sapiens who 
likely moved in from Africa. 

The latest theory, pub¬ 
lished in the journal Science, 
is based on a statistical analy¬ 
sis of artifacts and evidence 
from the Perigord region of 
southern France, where lies 


the largest concentration of 
Neanderthal and early mod¬ 
em human sites in Europe. 

Researchers at the Univer¬ 
sity of Cambridge found 
more sites where modern hu¬ 
mans settled, larger settle¬ 
ment areas, greater densities 
of tools and bigger amounts 
of animal and food remains, 
suggesting Neanderthals 
were crowded out. 

Homo sapiens also likely 
had more elaborate social 
networks and possibly 
sharper brains, as evidenced 
by the stone tools, jewelry 
and artwork they left behind 
which was much more ad¬ 
vanced than Neanderthal cre¬ 
ations. 


Their arrival in such large 
numbers likely forced Nean¬ 
derthals from their habitual 
settlements and into places 
where food and shelter were 
harder to find, said lead au¬ 
thor Paul Mellars of Cam¬ 
bridge University. 

"It was clearly this range 
of new technological and be¬ 
havioral innovations which 
allowed the modern human 
populations to invade and 
survive in much larger popu¬ 
lation numbers than those of 
the preceding Neanderthals 
across the whole of the Euro¬ 
pean continent,” he said. 

"Faced with this kind of 
competition, the Nean¬ 
derthals seem to have re¬ 
treated initially into more 
marginal and less attractive 
regions of the continent.” 

The last traces of Nean¬ 
derthals, who had survived 
on the continent for some 
300,000 years, have been un¬ 
covered in caves in modern- 
day Spain and Gibraltar. 

Mellars suggested a final 
death blow may have been 
delivered by a harsh cold 
snap, a theory that has been 
debated in the scientific com¬ 
munity for many years. 

The Neanderthals' extinc¬ 
tion may have been "acceler¬ 
ated further by sudden 
climatic deterioration across 
the continent around 40,000 
years ago,” he said.

Poachers nabbed with 
world's rarest tortoise 



MADAGASCAR -Police in 
Madagascar have arrested 
two men attempting to smug¬ 
gle out nearly 200 threatened 
tortoises, including two 
dozen of the rarest species on 
Earth, a conservation group 
said Thursday. 

The 26 specimens of 
Ploughshare tortoise (As- 
trochelys yniphora) seized 


comprise about five percent 
of the estimated surviving 
wild population of the criti¬ 
cally endangered animal, na¬ 
tive to northern Madagascar. 

Authorities found the live 
tortoises in a box and three bags 
on the tarmac at Antananarivo's 
Ivato Airport, according to 
TRAFFIC, which monitors il¬ 
legal trade in wildlife. 

The wild population of 
Ploughshares, which grow to 
40 centimetres (16 inches) and 
up to 10 kilos (22 pounds), has 
dwindled rapidly in recent 
decades, and is estimated at 
440 to 700 individuals. 

Historically eaten locally 
as a delicacy, its habitat has 
been drastically reduced by 
agricultural practices, espe¬ 
cially the burning of fields. 
The main threat today is 
poaching for the illegal pet 
trade, according to the IUCN.

10 million 
illegal drug 
users have 
hepatitis C 

WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Some 10 million people who 
inject illegal drugs have hepa¬ 
titis C while 1.2 million have 
hepatitis B, according to the 
first global estimate of infec¬ 
tion rates among this popula¬ 
tion, published this week. 

Both viral diseases are de¬ 
bilitating and potentially 
deadly, and public health offi¬ 
cials must step up efforts to 
combat blood-borne transmis¬ 
sion and to lower treatment 
costs, the researchers urged. 

The health and economic 
costs of hepatitis C (HCV) 
spread via injected drugs, on 
its own, may be as high or 
higher than for similarly trans¬ 
mitted cases of HIV, they said. 

The study, published in the 
British journal The Lancet, 
found that fully two-thirds of 
the global population of "in¬ 
jecting drug users" have been 
exposed, and thus infected, to 
HVC. 

About 80 percent are des¬ 
tined to develop chronic infec¬ 
tions, and up to 11 percent of 
these individuals will, within 
two decades, suffer cirrhosis, 
which can cause liver failure 
and cancer. 

There is currently no vac¬ 
cine for the hepatitis C virus. 

The portion of drug users 
with HCV — inferred from the 
presence of hepatitis C anti¬ 
body — varied among the 77 
countries from which data was 
collected. 

Hepatitis B virus (HBV) 
can be transmitted intra¬ 
venously, as well as via sexual 
contact, and from mother to 
child. 

There are 350 million peo¬ 
ple chronically infected 
worldwide, almost all of them 
exposed to the virus as chil¬ 
dren. "This is why universal 
infant vaccination against hep¬ 
atitis B is so crucial to long 
term control of the virus," the 
authors note.

Australia probes Philippine organ allegations 


SYDNEY (AFP) - Australian 
police said Thursday they had 
launched their first organ 
trafficking investigation after 
an elderly kidney patient re¬ 
portedly brought a Filipina to 
Sydney for harvesting pur¬ 
poses. 

Police said a house had 
been raided in March in rela¬ 
tion to "suspected organ traf¬ 


ficking" and a probe was 
under way. 

"This is the first organ 
trafficking case investigated 
by the Australian Federal Po¬ 
lice," a spokeswoman told 
AFP. 

Officers usually tasked 
with people trafficking and 
sex slavery crimes were ex¬ 
amining the case, she added, 


declining to detail the spe¬ 
cific allegations. 

According to the Sydney 
Morning Herald the case re¬ 
lates to an elderly woman 
with a kidney condition who 
brought a younger woman 
from the Philippines with the 
intent to harvest an organ. 

The deal was reportedly 
made without the Filipina’s 


full consent and uncovered 
during pre-surgical screening 
interviews at a Sydney hospi¬ 
tal. 

Transplant Australia said 
there were 1,951 people on 
the national organ waiting list 
and strict donation proce¬ 
dures meant an illegal trans¬ 
plant involving a trafficked 
organ would be almost im¬ 


possible to carry out. 

"If someone walks in and 
says, ’Hey, this is my friend 
from the Philippines,’ it 
would immediately raise sus¬ 
picions," said Kidney Health 
Australia director Tim 
Matthew. 

"No one in the medical 
system is going to risk doing 
that."

ORANJESTAD - President of 
Parliament interrupted his va¬ 
cation to appear in Parliament 
last week to receive the pro¬ 
posed new ordinances to be 
deliberate on as soon as Parlia¬ 
ment resumes after its recess in 
a few weeks. The government 
is intent on passing these laws 
the soonest possible, hence the 
reason for the urgency to sub¬ 
mit them now so Parliament 
can attend to them first thing 
upon their return to office. 

One of the proposed laws is 
regarding a 30% reduction on 
the student loan that Aruban 
students get to study abroad. 
The government has ascer¬ 


tained that in the last few years 
a growing number of students, 
our young professionals, who 
complete their years of study 
in the Netherlands, are choos¬ 
ing to remain in Holland to 
work. It is believed that they 
are not remaining in the 
Netherlands because they do 
not want to come back to their 
homeland, but because they 
are faced with two student 
loans. One loan from Aruba, 
and one from the Netherlands. 
The latter loan they are re¬ 
quired to repay in Euro’s. 
These loans weigh very heavy 
on the student. The difference 
between the Aruban florin and 


the Euro is great and getting 
greater which causes the 
weight of the debt to be much 
stiffen 

The government says, they 
want to bring a change in this 
situation for our young profes¬ 
sionals by offering them an in¬ 
centive to come back home. 
Here at home we need to cre¬ 
ate jobs for them. It has been 
the case in the past few years 
that many have returned only 
to discover that there were no 
suitable jobs for them. How¬ 
ever, in view of our growing 
economy today, there would be 
more opportunities now. 

The 30% reduction on their 


study loan will certainly serve 
as an excellent incentive, ac¬ 
cording to the Prime Minister. 

The conditions for qualify¬ 
ing for the 30% reduction are: 

* The program of study 
must be completed on October 
30th 2009 or thereafter 

* The program of study was 
completed within the pre¬ 
scribed time or within the nor¬ 
mal duration of the study loan 

* The graduate has returned 
to Aruba within three years fol¬ 
lowing the termination of 
his/her study and has been re¬ 
instated at the Census Office 

* The student submits a re¬ 
quest for the 30% reduction to 
the Minister of Finance ac¬ 
companied by a legalized copy 
of their diploma, proof of re¬ 
gistration at the Census Office 
and a declaration from their 
employer. 

The other proposed law 
submitted to Parliament is the 
law of Social Formation. 

This law will offer a new 
opportunity to young people 
between 18 to 24 years of age 
who are not attending school 
and are unemployed. This law 
will give them an opportunity 
to receive guidance and to find 
the right way of life. They will 
be allowed to join the Marines 
and be subject to the process of 
social formation. This process 
entails 4 months of training at 
the Marines Camp here, where 
Lieutenant Werleman and his 
team will prepare and guide 
these young people. The 4 
months of training will focus 
on teaching them discipline, 
values and norms and respon¬ 
sibility. According to the Prime 
Minister, “this way we will be 
able to create young people 
with a sense of civility and a 
firm base of proper morals and 
values which will guarantee 
them a successful life. We are 
certain that many parents, es¬ 
pecially those who have trou¬ 
ble with their young people, 
will be delighted with this ini¬ 
tiative by the government.” 


If Parliament passes the law 
on Social Formation, in the 
month of September the first 
20 young people will be incor¬ 
porated into this social forma¬ 
tion program. 

It is important that this pro¬ 
gram have a legal basis, hence 
the reason for making it into 
law. After the initial 4 months 
of intensive training at the 
Marines’ Camp the young peo¬ 
ple will follow a choice of one 
or 3 trades. They can choose 
the trade that fits best them 
and will follow this for 7 
months. 

At the end of the 11 month 
training program, they can ei¬ 
ther apply for work (outside 
the Marines Camp), return to 
school, all along receiving the 
necessary support and help 
from the government to find 
their niche. 

It is the intention of the 
government to accept 40 
youngsters every year into this 
program. 

The Prime Minister had 
words of praise for the Dutch 
Minister of Internal Affairs 
who helped with the financing 
of this social formation proj¬ 
ect. Likewise, his praise for the 
cooperation and contribution 
from the Aruba Marine Corps 
and the Ensenanza pa Empleo 
who also played an important 
role in realizing this project.

Oil prices mixed amid US debt 
standoff 


US judge tosses lawsuit 
blocking stem cell funds 


NEW YORK (AFP) - World 
oil prices were mixed on 
Thursday as traders kept a 
close eye on the debt-ceiling 
standoff in Washington for 
signs of how it would impact 
the world's largest economy. 

New York's main contract, 
light sweet crude for delivery 
in September, gained four 
cents to close at $97.44 a bar¬ 
rel. 

In London, Brent North 
Sea crude for September fell 
seven cents to$117.36a bar¬ 
rel on the IntercontinentalEx- 
change. 

Politicians in Washington 
have been locked in a tense 
stalemate over raising the US 
government's $14.29 trillion 
debt ceiling despite a looming 
deadline, now only five days 
away, for a possible default. 

The market is "waiting to 
see what happens with the 
debt ceiling," said Matt 
Smith, an analyst with Sum¬ 
mit Energy. "We have other 
influences but really we are 
solely focused on that." 

The US Treasury has 
warned that if Congress fails 
to raise the borrowing limit 
by Tuesday, the United States 
may be forced to default on 
its debts, which could have 
catastrophic effects on finan¬ 
cial markets. 

The prolonged standoff 
has already rattled investors 
in the United States, which as 
the world's biggest consumer 
of oil plays a key role in de¬ 
termining global energy de¬ 
mand. 

Analysts said market sen¬ 
timent got a boost from the

nouncement that new claims 
for unemployment benefits 
fell to 398,000 last week, 
their lowest level in nearly 
four months. 

Meanwhile US stocks 
ended mixed on Thursday, as 
markets nervously awaited a 
resolution to the debt-ceiling 
standoff in Washington, with 
the deadline for potential fi¬ 
nancial catastrophe only five 
days away. 

The Dow Jones Industrial 
Average fell 59.64 points 
(0.48 percent) to 12,242.91 in 
closing trade. It has now 
fallen for five straight trading 
days amid jitters over the debt 
ceiling. 

The broader S&P 500 
dropped 4.00 points (0.31 
percent) to 1,300.89, while 
the tech-heavy Nasdaq Com¬ 
posite eked out a slight gain, 
rising 1.57 points to 2,766.36. 

The US Treasury says that 


if the government's $14.29 
trillion debt ceiling is not 
raised by Tuesday, it could be 
forced to default on its debts, 
which could have ruinous ef¬ 
fects on financial markets. 

But the standoff showed 
no signs of ending on Thurs¬ 
day as the Republican-led 
House of Representatives 
planned to vote on a debt-re¬ 
duction plan which the De¬ 
mocrat-led Senate was almost 
certain to reject. 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - In a 
victory for President Barack 
Obama's administration, a US 
federal judge dismissed a law¬ 
suit that had temporarily 
blocked government funding 
for embryonic stem cell re¬ 
search. 

The ruling was issued by 
Judge Royce Lamberth, who 
last year saw merit in the plain¬ 
tiffs' case and stunned many 
scientists by ordering a halt to 
taxpayer spending on the re¬ 
search while the legal battle 
was resolved. 

In the end, Lamberth, the 
chief judge of the US District 
Court for the District of Co¬ 
lumbia, decided to uphold an 


appeals court decision in April 
that ruled against the plaintiffs, 
two scientists who argued it 
was illegal to use government 
cash for research that destroys 
human embryos. 

His decision was immedi¬ 
ately hailed by the National In¬ 
stitutes of Health, which 
allocated about $40 million to 
human embryonic stem cell re¬ 
search in 2010 and has set 
aside $125 million this year — 
a tiny fraction of its $31 billion 
budget. 

The White House also ap¬ 
plauded the move, calling the 
ruling "good news" for people 
with Alzheimer's, Parkinson's 
or heart disease. 


Shell profits soar on high oil 
prices 


LONDON (AFP) - Oil major 
Royal Dutch Shell said Thurs¬ 
day that net profits almost 
doubled to $8.6 billion (6.0 
billion euros) in the second 
quarter, when the energy sec¬ 
tor was boosted by surging 



Madoff 'feeder funds' 
agree $1 bn settlement 


NEW YORK (AFP) - Compa¬ 
nies accused of aiding 
Bernard Madoff s vast pyra¬ 
mid scheme have agreed to 
pay more than $1 billion to 
settle a fraud lawsuit, the 
trustee charged with recover¬ 
ing Madoff s funds said Thurs¬ 
day. 

More than a dozen invest¬ 
ment funds and a former chief 
executive of Tremont Group - 
- accused of running the sec¬ 
ond-largest Madoff "feeder 
fund" — signed on to the set¬ 
tlement, the trustee, Irving Pi¬ 
card, said in a statement. 

Tremont, a multibillion- 
dollar money management 
firm based in New York, fun¬ 
nelled investors' cash to Mad¬ 
off investment business while 
ignoring warning signs that he 
was running a giant fraud, ac¬ 
cording to Picard. 

Also included in the settle¬ 
ment were Tremont's parent 
companies, Oppenheimer Ac¬ 
quisition Corp., which runs 
the Oppenheimer family of 
mutual funds, and the Massa¬ 


chusetts Mutual Life Insur¬ 
ance Company. 

The settlement brings the 
total amount of funds that Pi¬ 
card has recovered from Mad- 
offs scheme to $8.6 billion. 
This month, a court permitted 
the first payment from the re¬ 
covered monies to Madoffs 
victims. 

Picard has filed numerous 
lawsuits against those he al¬ 
leged were complicit in the 
Madoff fraud, including Wall 
Street bank JPMorgan Chase 
and the owners of the New 
York Mets baseball team. 

Madoff, 72, is serving a 
150-year prison term for mas¬ 
terminding what is considered 
one of the biggest pyramid 
schemes ever, which by his 
account took in $65 billion 
dollars before it was uncov¬ 
ered in December 2008. 

His victims, who invested 
with him over more than two 
decades, included charities, 
major banks, Hollywood 
moguls and savvy financial 
players. 


crude oil prices. 

"Our second quarter 2011 
earnings were higher than 
year-ago levels, driven by in¬ 
creased energy prices and 
Shell's operating perform¬ 
ances," Chief Executive Peter 
Voser said in a results state¬ 
ment. 

Profits in the second-quar¬ 
ter of 2010 had stood at $4.4 
billion, according to Shell, 
which is Europe's biggest oil 
company. 

Adjusted net profits, strip¬ 
ping out gains in the value of 
Shell's energy inventories, 
jumped to almost $8.0 billion 
between April and June from 
$4.5 billion last time around. 

Oil prices soared during the 
reporting period amid violent 
unrest in the crude-producing 
Middle East and North Africa 


region. 

The Anglo-Dutch group 
added that production dropped 
in the quarter by 2.0 percent to 
3.0 million barrels of oil 
equivalent per day. 

Voser said that the outlook 
for the rest of the year was 
positive. 

Shell's update comes two 
days after rival BP said it had 
bounced back into profit in the 
second quarter thanks to high 
oil prices and after a huge loss 
last year caused by costs 
linked to the Gulf of Mexico 
oil spill disaster. 

Shell's shares closed 0.11 
percent up at 2,275 pence on 
London's benchmark FTSE 
100 index, which finished 0.28 
percent higher at 5,873.21 
points. 

The oil sector was further 
boosted on Thursday after 
ExxonMobil, the world's 
largest energy firm, revealed 
that second-quarter profits 
rocketed 41 percent to $10.68 
billion amid surging prices for 
crude.

It's a lot of work, but I 
like to work hard ... plus it's 
TV, so it's not like it's real 
work." 

When one reporter pointed 
out Cooper would be missing 
tonight's show and suggested 
that his new job is already af¬ 
fecting his primetime show, 
Cooper said it would be just 
his seventh day of vacation all 
year - and that he is sick. 

"I get 30 days off a 
year...and I end the year with¬ 
out taking 10 days of vaca¬ 
tion," he said. "I've left just 
about every vacation I've ever 
had to cover stories." 


Royal rebel and rugby star are 
like 'fire and ice' 



LONDON (AFP) - England 
rugby hero Mike Tindall, who 
will enter Britain's royal fam¬ 
ily when he marries Zara 
Phillips on Saturday, admits 
the couple are like "fire and 
ice". 

One could be forgiven for 
thinking the burly, broken¬ 
nosed, shaven-headed battler 
was the hothead and the regal 
horserider with delicate fea¬ 
tures would be the more cool 
and calm. 

However, Tindall insists 


the reverse is true — and 
Phillips, Queen Elizabeth 
II’s grand-daughter and 
so-called "royal rebel", 
agrees with him. 

"The fire and ice thing 
is true to a certain extent," 
he told Reader's Digest. 

"Being angry doesn't 
come naturally to me. 
Zara isn't like that. She’ll 
say how she feels and 
show her emotions." 

Phillips is a driven charac¬ 
ter, having been told she would 
not be getting an easy ride in 
life by her no-nonsense mother 
Princess Anne, who stopped 
her and her brother Peter from 
having royal titles. 

Phillips admitted in a BBC 
radio interview that while she 
was "obsessive" and busy 
about the house, Tindall was 
"very laid back... he's practi¬ 
cally horizontal". 

Some thought the relation¬ 
ship wouldn't work as their 


backgrounds are so different. 

However, they found mu¬ 
tual understanding in being 
world-beating sports stars and 
knowing the sanctity of pre¬ 
cious time away from the buzz 
and strains of top-level compe¬ 
tition. 

Tindall was part of Eng¬ 
land's victorious 2003 World 
Cup campaign in Australia, 
while Phillips won the individ¬ 
ual gold at the 2006 World 
Equestrian Games in Aachen, 
Germany. 

Phillips was born to the 
queen's only daughter and 
horseman Captain Mark 
Phillips, who won gold for 
Britain in the team three-day 
event at the 1972 Munich 
Olympics. 

Tindall, from Yorkshire in 
northern England, is the son of 
a prison worker father, while 
his mother is a social worker. 
One of his first jobs was serv¬ 
ing fish and chips.

Goal-line technology 
possible at 2014 
World Cup 


SHANGHAI (AFP) - Amer¬ 
ica's Ryan Lochte broke a 19- 
month record drought and 
deepened Michael Phelps's 
season of woe Thursday as he 
won a thrilling 200m individ¬ 
ual medley at the world 
championships in Shanghai. 

In a high-tempo evening at 
Oriental Sports Centre, Aus¬ 
tralian hotshot James Mag- 
nussen delivered a 
fifth-to-flrst victory in the 
100m freestyle and Jiao Li- 
uyang claimed China's fourth 
swimming gold in the 
women's 200m butterfly. 

Lochte out-duelled 

Olympic champion Phelps to 
win the medley in lmin 
54.00sec, shaving one tenth 
of a second off his 2009 
world record, with his team¬ 
mate taking silver and Hun¬ 
gary's Laszlo Cseh third. 

With the win, the 26-year- 
old Lochte retained his world 
title and earned further brag¬ 
ging rights over his long-time 


rival, who is struggling to 
reach the level that has 
earned him 14 Olympic gold 
medals. 

Lochte also ended a 
lengthy barren streak which 
had seen no long-course 
records broken since super¬ 
fast polyurethane swimsuits 
were banned at the start of 
last year. 

"I knew it was going to be a 
battle between Michael and I. 
I got the better end this time," 
Lochte said. "Any time you 
break a world record, you've 
got to be excited. I trained re¬ 
ally hard and it paid off." 

Phelps enjoyed a slim 
early lead over the butterfly 
leg but Lochte, swimming in 
the adjacent lane, edged it 
over the backstroke, breast¬ 
stroke and freestyle sections 
to win by 0.16sec. 

Lochte had already beaten 
Phelps to win the 200m 
freestyle title, turning the 
screw on his out-of-sorts 


team-mate after Phelps was 
part of the United States' 
relay team that lost its six- 
year grip on the 4x100m 
relay on day one. 

But Phelps stormed back 
with a dominant win in the 
200m butterfly, which is not 
one of Lochte's events, seal¬ 
ing the 23rd world title of his 
record-breaking career as the 
clock ticks down to his retire¬ 
ment next year. 

In the 100m freestyle 
final, Magnussen was well 
out of the medals at the turn 
but he roared past the field 
over the second 50m to take 
it in 47.63sec ahead of 
Canada's Brent Hayden and 
William Meynard of France. 

Brazilian defending cham¬ 
pion and world record-holder 
Cesar Cielo, who has been in 
the firing line after testing 
positive for a banned diuretic, 
was fourth, just one-hun¬ 
dredth of a second off a 
bronze medal. 

In the women's 200m but¬ 
terfly, Jiao led from start to 
finish to win ahead of 
Britain's Ellen Gandy and 
world record-holder Liu Zige 
of China. Australia's two-time 
defending champion Jessicah 
Schipper was joint last. 

Russia's Anastasia Zueva 
won the women's 50m back- 
stroke in 27.79sec, ahead of 
Aya Terakawa of Japan and 
Melissa Franklin, who then 
led the United States to a 
rousing win in the women's 
4x200m. 


FIFA president Sepp Blatter 
said goal-line technology 
could be in use for the 2014 
World Cup finals if a system 
is proved to be reliable and 
affordable. 

There has been a huge 
push for football to follow 
sports such as cricket and ten¬ 
nis in embracing technologi¬ 
cal help for officials with the 
argument brought into sharp 
focus by England having a 
'goal' ruled out against Ger¬ 
many at the last World Cup 
despite replays having shown 
that the ball had crossed the 
line. 

"In March next year, we 
will have a final decision on 
goal-line technology. If it's 
proved to be accurate and af¬ 
fordable, it's possible that the 
international board will adopt 
this technology during the 
2014 World Cup," Blatter 
told a news conference. 

"If this is the case then 
other football associations 
will have the right to use the 
goal-line technology." 

FIFA will also decide in 
2012 whether or not to have 
two extra officials behind the 
goal-line as a "general rule". 

"It is not yet decided if the 
assistance of two additional 
assistant referees will be in¬ 
cluded a general rule," said 
Blatter. 

"This will be done by an 
international board meeting 
in London that will take place 
immediately after the 2012 


European Championships. 
Then, in July, we will have an 
indication how World Cup 
refereeing will be done in 
2014." 

Kuznetsova out 
of San Diego 
WTA 

SAN DIEGO - Defending 
champion Svetlana Kuz¬ 
netsova withdrew Wednesday 
from next week's WTA San 
Diego Open, joining Grand 
Slam champions Kim Cli- 
jsters and Petra Kvitova in 
pulling out. 

The 12th-ranked Kuz¬ 
netsova, who last played in 
the third round at Wimble¬ 
don, did not reveal the rea¬ 
sons for her late withdrawal, 
telling her Twitter followers: 
"Sorry guys, I have to say I 
won't defend my title in San 
Diego and very sad about it." 

Clijsters, the world num¬ 
ber two who is still nursing 
the vestiges of a June ankle 
injury, deciding not to test her 
problem quite so far in ad¬ 
vance of the August 29 start 
of the US Open, where she 
has won the last two editions. 

Wimbledon champion 
Kvitova told officials this 
month that she is still suffer¬ 
ing with an abdominal injury 
picked up at the All England 
club.

Big-hitting Beltran joins 
World Series champs 



PHILADELPHIA (AFP) - 
Puerto Rican slugger Carlos 
Beltran, the National League 
doubles leader, was acquired by 
reigning World Series cham¬ 
pion San Francisco yesterday 
from the New York Mets. 

The Major League Base¬ 
ball swap brings the All-Star 
rightfielder and cash to the 
Giants, who lead the National 
League West division, in ex¬ 
change for minor-league 
pitcher Zack Wheeler. 

’’When you're defending 
world champions, you do 
have to try to defend that title 
any way you can," Giants 
general manager Brian 
Sabean said. "We're in first 
place. Hopefully we show we 
mean business." 


The Giants, 60-44, are three 
games ahead of Arizona and 
11 games ahead of the rest of 
the division, but with East di¬ 
vision foes Philadelphia and 
Atlanta owning the league's 
best record and wild-card spot, 
there is no room for error. 

"We are thrilled with 
bringing Carlos on board," 
Sabean said. "We really felt 
the organization needed a 
shot in the arm and more so 
our lineup." 

Beltran, 34, brings power 
and a $115 million contract 
he signed in 2005 that expires 
after this season. He is hitting 
.289 with 15 homes and 66 
runs batted in as well as a 
league-leading 30 doubles. 


Bradley dumped as US 
national team coach 



CHICAGO (AFP) - Bob 
Bradley was fired as coach of 
the United States national 
football team yesterday, 
barely a year after guiding the 
Americans into the round of 
16 at the 2010 World Cup in 
South Africa. 

US Soccer Federation 
president Sunil Gulati an¬ 
nounced the removal of 


Bradley in a statement after a 
meeting between the two and 
US Soccer chief executive 
officer Dan Flynn in Los An¬ 
geles. 

It comes just two days be¬ 
fore the draw takes place in 
Rio for the 2014 World Cup 
qualifiers. 

Bradley took over the US 
squad in January of 2007, 
first on an interim basis and 
then as the permanent re¬ 
placement for Bruce Arena, 
who was dropped after the 
US failed to advance beyond 
the group stage at the 2006 
World Cup. 

Bradley went 43-25 with 
12 drawn in his four and a 
half years guiding the US 
team, including an upset of 
Spain and a runner-up finish 
at the 2009 FIFA Confedera¬ 
tions Cup and a 2007 CON- 
CACAF Gold Cup crown. 

Bradley was given a con¬ 
tract extension through the 
2014 World Cup after guid¬ 
ing the Americans to the 


round of 16 at last year's 
World Cup, where they were 
eliminated by Ghana. 

But the Americans lost to 
Mexico in last month's Gold 
Cup final, as they did in the 
2009 Gold Cup champi¬ 
onship match. The host US 
lineup squandered a 2-0 lead, 
lost 4-2 and the Bradley era 
was declared over a month 
later. 

"We want to thank Bob 
Bradley for his service and 
dedication to US Soccer dur¬ 
ing the past five years," Gu¬ 
lati said. 

"But we felt now was the 
right time for us to make a 
change. It is always hard to 
make these decisions, espe¬ 
cially when it involves some¬ 
one we respect as much as 
Bob. We wish him the best in 
his future endeavors." 

There has been debate 
within the US football com¬ 
munity about whether or not 
the national team might be 
better with a higher-profile 
coach from beyond US bor¬ 
ders even after Arena led the 
team to the final eight at the 
2002 World Cup.

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Aguero completes £38 
million Man City switch 



MANCHESTER (AFP) - Ar¬ 
gentina striker Sergio Aguero 
completed his £38 million 
($62m) move to Manchester 
City on Thursday and imme¬ 
diately set his sights on 
sparking a major trophy haul. 

The 23-year-old, who is 
the son-in-law of Argentina 
legend Diego Maradona, had 
already announced his move 
from Atletico Madrid on his 
Twitter account on Wednes¬ 
day, but both the Spanish side 
and City waited until Thurs¬ 
day evening to confirm the 
deal. 

"My style is to fight to the 
death for every ball and al¬ 
ways give 100 percent, to be 
concentrated, give the maxi¬ 
mum and to score goals. I 
have plenty to offer," he told 
the City website. 

M I saw City win the FA 
Cup last season. I am sure 
that in the future we will be 
fighting for plenty of major 
trophies.” 


Aguero is seen as the an¬ 
swer to City's problems in at¬ 
tack, where Carlos Tevez has 
reiterated his desire to leave 
the English club. 

His transfer is City's third 
major signing of the summer 
following the arrivals of Gael 
Clichy from Arsenal and Ste¬ 
fan Savic from Partizan Bel¬ 
grade. 

"I don't think I will have 
too many problems settling 
into the team,” said Aguero. 

”1 will do what the manager 
asks me to do and try to work 
the way he wants me to. I am 
sure everything will be fine. I 
am very relaxed about it.” 

City announced that 
Aguero, who spent Wednes¬ 
day in Manchester undergo¬ 
ing a medical, had signed a 
five-year-contract and that he 
is likely to be in the squad for 
this weekend’s Dublin Super 
Cup tournament. 

He will wear the number 
16 shirt.

Retired Japanese pitcher Irabu dead 


LOS ANGELES (AFP) - 
Hideki Irabu, a retired Japan¬ 
ese star pitcher who spent six 
years in North American 
Major League Baseball, has 
been found dead in his subur¬ 
ban home of an apparent sui¬ 
cide, police said. He was 42. 

Irabu was found dead on 
Wednesday afternoon at his 


home in Rancho Palos Verdes 
of what appeared to be suicide. 

No other details were re¬ 
leased as authorities contin¬ 
ued to investigate the death of 
Irabu, who helped the New 
York Yankees to two World 
Series titles. 

Irabu was a combined 34- 
35 with a 5.15 earned-run av¬ 


erage in 126 games, 80 as a 
starter, over six Major League 
Baseball seasons playing for 
the Yankees, Montreal Expos 
and Texas Rangers before his 
retirement in 2002. 

He joined the Yankees and 
helped the fabled club win 
World Series crowns in 1998 
and 1999. 
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
